Calhoun, Ga., May 26.—(Special.) 
The siege of “Red Blood swamp” en- 
tered its second night here tonight 
as darkness closed im on ther large |— 
wasteland in which three desperate'} J 
gunmen, who yesterday seized a Rome} 
pay roll, were still believed by local 
officers to be hiding. 

The local name of the river bottom 
area took on a sinister meaning as a 
dwindling posse beat the brush growth 
of the low-lying marsiies, with eyes | 
strained and fingers resting on trig- 
gers of guns slung alertly through 
ready arms of the man-hunters. 

It was Gorden county's greatest 
man-hunt. For more than 24 hours the 
search had been on, and the members 
of the posse, which at times consist- 
ed of hundreds of men, proceeded in a 
slowly diminishing circle, covering 
every rod of ground in the dismal bot- | 
toms. Seldom were words spoken. 
Aside from the noise of the searchers 
as they pressed through the low-grow- 
ing serub oeks and  brier-barbed 
bushes the only sound was the startled

Reports. received here at 10 o'clock 
tonight indicated that Governor AI- 
fred E. Smith, of New York, had 
been preferred in*ten counties: Rep- 
resentative Cordell Hull, of Tennes- 
see, in 16; that two had split one 
between Hull and Smith and the oth- 
er between Hull and Governor A. W. 
McLean; 20 sent uninstructed dele- 
gations; one favors a dry candidate: 
three favor anti-Smith instructions 
to state convention delegates, and two 
are doubttul. 

The precinct meetings today chose 
delegates to county conventions which 
will meet June 2 and these in turn 
will select delegates to the state con- 
vention, The reports received. tonight 
indicate the following convention vote 
from among tlie 55 counties which 
have a total of 1,555 of the 1,953 
felegates to the state convention: 

Hull 342; Smith 204; uninstrnct- 
ed.497; anti-Smith 96; doubtful 84: 
McLean G; dry 36. 

Most of the meetings did not take 
any actual count of the vote in faver 
of the various questions, In some as 
few as five democrats gathered, while 
in others there were 200 or more, In 
many instances it was voted to per- 
mit all- democrats in the precinct to 
attend the county conventions as dele- 
gates and this in itself causes doubt 
as to the probable outcome when the

SMALL LOAN PLAN 
BY ATLANTALOWRY 


Plan of Atlanta Institu- 
tion Is Virtually’ Same 
as That Adopted by Na- 
tional City Bank. 


Following the editorial suggestion 
in The Constitution of last Tues- 
day, that large banks in Atlanta and 
other large cities should follow the 
example of the National City bank of 
New York in establishirg a “personal 
small loan department,” announce- 
ment came Saturday that the Atlanta 
& Lowry National bank has establish- 
ed such a department. 

The new plan provides for the use 
of a monthly repayment loan plan on | 
loans from $50 to $1,000 at a discount 
of 6 per cent, in lieu of interest, with 
such loans to be repaid by depositing 
in the savings department of the bank 
such monthly payments as will repay 
the loan at maturity. The bank will 
allow interest on these deposits to the 
borrower at a rate of 3 1-2 per cent. 
Loans can run for as long as 12 
months. 

That there fs a broadening field for 
such a department in the larger cities 
of the country, particularly of the in- 
dustrial cities, was shown in figures 
quoted by The Constitution in a news 
story and according to the opinion of 
editors expressed in the editorial.

Women Languished. 

Dorothy, Canfield tells us that prior 
to the war between the states our 
women languished. They enjoyed the 
worst health possible, and no one ex- 
pected a married woman to be strong; 
_she was, professionally, an invalid. 
The war seems to have been the force 
which raised her from her couch and 
set her upon her feet. Twelve years 
from that time study clubs were form- 
ed; twenty-one years from that time 
a group of women gathered in New 
York, not to find the latest fashion 
in bonnets, but as delegates from their 
clubs. This meeting became the first 
convention of the National Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. Then broad- 
er and broader’ interests developed 
and from this small “beginning, has 
been formed, by natural, not forced 
growth, the largest organization of 
women in the world—three million! 
Its power is limitless, because it is 
founded upon a pure democracy and 
a unity of purpose. 

This federation includes in its aims 
better and broader education for the 
masses, a purer and more loyal Amer- 
ican citizenship, better homes,| better

Mrs. Large Issues Report 
On Student Aid Foundation! 


BY MRS. E. K. LARGE, 


Executive Secretary. 

It is my great pleasure as well as my 
duty as executive secretary to give the 
following report of the student aid founda. 
tion for the year 1927-28. WHll you allow 
me one word of background for our work 
in case there may be hewconiers among 
the presidents and delegates here today? 
Student .ald is one of the foundations of 
the state federation and under it is ad- 
ministered the home economics scholarship 
fund and the Celeste Parish fund. It is 
for the purpose of loaning funds for high- 
er education to Georgia girls who conld not 
otherwise finance their way through col- 
lege. It ie in ite 20th year, having been 
ipangurated by our federation in bes. Ip 
107, a young womau of Georgia needed 
the smll sum of $25 to hel» her through 
her college courses. She appealed to several 
clubwomen, who raised the sum she re- 
quired, and one of them, realizing what 
a college education might mean to other 
girls of our state, called together a small 
group of women, who she felt had the 
same Vision as herself, and in 1908, in the 
home of one of our most active elub 
leaders of today, the student aid founda- 
tion had ita birth and the student aid 
committee began to function: 

Student aid has been fostered by many 
clubs of our state and by many interested 
individual givers, the largest club honors 
being the Woman's’ club of Atlanta, the 
Atlanta branch of university women, who 
give in the name of Agnes Raoul Glenn, 
and the Buckeye club of Atlanta. This 
latter club, by the way, has done a verv 
noble work for student aid, having adopted 
three of our girts and financed them (in 
part) through their college 
not only alding them?‘ in their 
making their lives brighter by the sympa 
thetic personal touch, This is a_ project 
that might challenge the efforts of any 
club, for it is possible to sponsor a gir! 
for only part of the loan if the whole 
amount is too great for one club to shoulder. 
It is a most compensating plece of work. as 
you will find these young women respon- 
sive, eager for your interest and in all 
things worthy of your help Let me quote 
from just one letter Mrs. Wey has recently 
received from one of our girls. She says, 
‘While I have the opportunity I want to 
pledge myself to give to the student aid 
foundation each year as long as I am able,

75 per cent of our girls and as the years 
go by it will prove more and more inade- 
quate.’ Iiow truly she spoke! Qur loans 
to girls this year run from $50 to $300, 
some needing only a little to supply uni- 
forms and books, for many girls are work- 
ing at outside things, which practically 
pay tuition and board—while others who 
are carrying heavier courses or who find 
no way of making an income have to make 
larger loans, hoping to pay them off within 
aA vear or two after graduation Just here 
you may be interested to know that we have 
aiready granted $2.540 in loans for sum- 
mer achool and September and applications 
,are arriving at the rate of three and four 
la week, since this is one of our heariest 
,; seasons with girls looking forward to their 
fnext year's. work. Of course, some money

Washington conference when Japan 
military aggression on the Asiatic con- 
tinent has been abandoned. The dis- 
patch of 8,000 troops to Shantung 
and active preparations for tke dis- 
patch of 15,000 or 20,00 more raise 
the questians whether Japan has real- 
ly abandoned the policy of aggres- 
sion, or whether, during the last six 


years she has been merely exercising 


a national self-restraint and waiting 
for the time when the old forward 
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policy could be renewed with better 
chances of success. 

A more accurate estimate of the 
probabilities in the Shantung affai 
may be made if the circumstances un- 
der which Japan resolved to act are 
kept in mind. The ‘Nanking inci- 
dent” is still sufficiently fresh in the 
public mind to heed no rehearsal 
here. Suffice it to say that, in that 
unreasoning outburst against foreign- 
ers in China, several Japanese were 
killed and seriously injured. There 
was severe criticism of the Japanese 
government. Foreign Minister Shide- 
hara’s policy of conciliation with the 
Chinese was vigorously attacked in 
the Japanese Diet. And the chief 
spokesman for the critics was Baron 
Tanaka. He demanded a firmer hand 
in dealing with China. He would hold 
china—even a China torn by civil 
war—to a stricter accountability, 
stricter observance of foreign rights. 
Above all, he would afford more ade- 
quate protection to Japanese lhves 
and property in the war-torn country. 

By a fluke of Japanese politics 
Baron Tanaka was suddenly and un- 
expectedly catapulted into the office 
of prime minister. He was suddenly 
faced with the necessity of making his 
own policy toward China. He may 
then have regretted some of his vig- 
orous criticism of Shidehara but he 
could not repudiate the principles he 
had so vehemently embraced. In 
spite of this somewhat awkward sit- 
uation, Baron Tanaka managed to 
carry on without any serious conflict 
with the contending groups in China. 
When the nationalists approached 
Tsinan nearly a year ago, he dis- 
patched troops to protect Japanese 
residents there, but they were prompt- 
ly withdrawn when the danger passed. 
He has carried on a running dispute 
over the question of the railways in 
Manchuria, but anything in the na- 
ture of a clash has been avoided. 

A few months ago Japan held her 
first election on the basis of universal 
suffrage. Baron Tanaka’s ministry 
came through the ordeal with a ma- 
jority so slight that it could disappear 
altogether on very slight provocation. 
Hardly had the new Diet been con- 
vened on April 20 when the opposi- 
tion introduced a vote of impeach- 
ment against the home minister for 
issuing a statement in which he set 
the authority of the emperor too far 
above that of parliament. This vote 
was carried and the minister resigned. 
This left the ministry in a precarious 
position. Any opportunity for seri- 
ous Criticism might easily result in its 
overthrow. 

At this critical juncture came the 
news of a new nationalist advance to- 
ward the north. Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops were rapidly approaching 
Tsinan and it was reported that one 
of Chiang’s commanders was Gen- 
eral Ho Yao-tsu, one of the Hunan 
leaders who had been most active in 
the attack upon foreigners at Nan- 
king. There was grave reason to 
fear that the arrival of General Ho 
at Tsinan might mean the loss of 
Japanese lives. 

For Tsinan has a very considerable 
Japanese colony. There are in this 
scene of former Japanese activity 
some 2,000 Japanese, most of them 
traders and shopkeepers. There is 
ample antipathy toward foreigners in 
Snares throughout China. This an- 

pathy is sharpened and embittered 


against the Japanese at Tsinan be- 
cause of the fact that these Japanese 


>. 


tradesmen come into direct competi- 
tion with Chinese engaged in the 
same kind of business. The Japanese 
are there legally, but that creates no 
enthusiasm on the part of their Chi- 
nese neighbors. 

The Tanaka ministry was faced 
with a grave decision. They fully 
realized the disruptive effect on Sino- 
Japanese relations of another mili- 
tary expedition into Shantung. On 
the other hand, they were loath to 
risk the loss of Japanese lives if Ho 
Yao-tsu should run amuck in Tsinan. 
Such a loss of life would undoubtedly 
result in the overthrow of the min- 
istry. To be sure, Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Nanking authorities were as- 
suring protection to foreigners and 
were suppressing with apparent sin- 
cerity anti-foreign agitation in the ter- 
ritories which they controlled. 

The risk, however, was too great 
and General Fukuda was ordered to 
proceed to Tsinan with 2,500 men. 
Barricades were erected and machine 
guns mounted about the Japanase 
quarter. Japan stood ready to pro- 
tect the lives of her nationals by arm- 
ed force if necessary, but there was 
no eagerness for an armed _ clash. 
Fukuda got in touch with Chiang Kai- 
shek immediately on the latter’s ap- 
proach to Tsinan. They readily 
agreed upon a plan which they hoped 
would avoid trouble and the Jap- 
anese, pursuant to that agreement, 
leveled their barricades and removed 
their machine guns. This was on the 
morning of May 3. 

Just what happened next is not and 
may never be exactly known. The 
Japanese and the Chinese have each 
given out several stories, one or more 
of which may be true. The follow- 
ing account is typical and is so ex- 
actly what might have been expected 
under the circumstances, that it is 
fair to assume that something of this 
kind precipitated the conflict. 

As soon as the Japanese disman- 
tled their defenses and withdrew their 
cordon in accordance with the Chi- 
ang-Fukuda agreement, Chinese 
stragglers made their way into the 
Japanese area and began looting Jap- 
anese homes. Upon receiving a re- 
port of this, two Japanese gendarmes 
were sent to investigate. This, of 
course, was a highly provocative 
maneuver. A platoon of Japanese 
troops would have stopped the loot- 
ing and that would have been the 
end of the matter. But to send two 
gendarmes was to invite trouble. 

The invitation was accepted. The 
Chinese looters saw no reason for 
discontinuing their transshipment of 
Japanese possessions at the behest of 
two lone gendarmes. Fighting words 
were exchanged and while one of the 
Japanese went to telephone head- 
quarters, the Chinese effectually beat 
up the other one. When twenty Jap- 
anese soldiers arrived on the scene, 
firing began. It is not known who 
fired first and the matter is hardly 
one of importance. Firing was bound 
to ensue under the circumstances. 

The Chinese fled. The command- 
ing generals immediately got into 
communication and another pacific 
agreement was made. Despite their 
efforts, however, what amounted to a 
first-class skirmish occurred on the 
following day. It affected a large 
sector of the Japanese area and when 
order was restored twenty-five Jap- 
anese civilians were killed and eight- 
een were missing. 

The C' nese loss was reported at 


about 100 killed and wounded. Nor 
were things improved by the story of 
the finding of the body of a Japanese 
man who had been horribly mutilated 
and the body of a Japanese woman 
who had been namelessly maltreated 
before her death. The Chinese have 
paralleled these stories with an equal- 
ly revolting tale of the murder and 
mutilation of their foreign commis- 
sioner in Tsinan and the members of 
his staff. Neither of these stories 
should be given too much—or too 
litthe—credence. 

The occurrences of May 4 aroused 


the belligerency of the Japanese com- © 


mander, and General Fukuda on May 
7 sent four specific demands to Chi- 
ang Kai-shek. The Japanese de- 
manded the immediate cessation of 
all firing upon Japanese; an end of 
anti-Japanese propaganda; the dis- 
arming and punishment of the guilty 
Chinese troops and the unhampered 
operation of the railway. The filing 
of formal demands, of course, put the 
Chinese on their mettle and they ig- 
nored the Japanese communication. 
On the following day there was 
continued firing on both sides. Gen- 
eral Fukuda’s forces had been in- 
creased to 5,000 men at Tsinan and 
as many more were strung along the 
railway and stationed at Tsingtao. In 
the same neighborhood were 40,000 
to 50,000 Chinese nationalist troops. 
The Japanese were, of course, much 


better armed and their training was 
far superior to that of the Chinese. 
None the less, from the point of view 
of the Japanese general staff, their 
army was in a dangerous position. 

The danger was increased by the 
astute proclamation of Chang Tso-lin, 
who, still safe behind the walls of his 
palace in Pekin, nevertheless, saw his 
armies crumbling before the nation- 
alist advance. With a magnicifent 
gesture, Chang said he would not 
fight his brother Chinese in the pres- 
ence of a foreign invader and he pro- 
ceeded fo withdraw his troops te a 
line of defense well to the north of 
Tsinan. It is probable that this 
plociamation had more to do with the 
Chinese situation than with thé Jap- 
anese. for it put the stigma of lack 
of patriotism upon the nationalists if 
they continued to attack the northern 
forces as long as the Japanese re- 
mained in Shantung. Nevertheless, 
in the highly unstable military situa- 
tion in north China, it is not at all in- 
concetvable that some of Chaneg’s 
troops might join the nationalists in 
attacking the Japanese. 

The situation had become pri- 
marily a military one. The Japanese 
general staff took control and pro- 
ceeded to treat the matter in military 
fashion, indulging in considerable 
bombardment, of parts of Tsinan oc- 
cupied by the Chinese in order to pro- 
tect their position. They thus dem- 
onstrated the fact that the Japanese 
troops are no more desirable as a 
diplomatic instrument than any other 
troops, including the United States 
marines. 


It does not follow, however, that 
Japan has reembarked upon a Career 
of conquest. The Japanese bombard- 
ment of Tsinan is, in the absence of 
other evidence, no more an indica- 
tion that Japan has set out to con- 
quer China than the obsteperousness 
of our marines in Nicaragua or Hayti 
is an indication that the United States 
has determined upon the military con- 
quest of those countries. 

The Tsinan incident is, in its essen- 


tials, strikingly parallel to that at 
Nankin in March of 1927. The faet 
that Tsinan is in the interior and not 
within the range of gunboats, makes 
it necessary for Japan not only to 
maintain a sufficient body of troops 
at Tsinan itself, but to keep open the 
railway communication with the port 
of Tsingtao. The larger force neces- 
Sitated by the different character of 
the operation and the lingering odor 
of previous Japanese exploits in 
Shantung tend to invest the present 
expedition with more significance 
than it would otherwise have— 
probably with more significance than 
it actually has. 

Despite the unsavory record of 
Japanese imperialism in Shantung be- 
tween 1915 and the Washington con- 
ference, it should not be forgotten 
that Baron Tanaka himself sent Jap- 
anese troops to Tsinan on another oc- 
casion when danger threatened and 
promptly withdrew them when the 
danger passed. The more _ recent 
precedent is in favor of withdrawal 
and the avoidance of any unnecessary 
disputes with the Chinese. And Baron 


Tanaka has formally stated his inten- 
tion to withdraw the troops again the 
moment the necessity for their pres- 
ence shall have passed. 


if this promise is fulfilled there 
will be little to distinguish in  prin- 
ciple, between the action of the Jap- 
anese in Shantung and the action of 
the British and the Americans in bom- 
rarding Nanking. In details there may 
be ample room for criticism. The ac- 
tion of the Japanese may have been 
provocative. The action of the mili- 
tary commanders may have been 
military. But the essential purpose 
and the essential result will have been 
to protect Japanese lives in a dis- 
turbed foreign land.

In many respects the case 
is as pitiful as any that have appear- 
ed in this series. Caruso was an ig- 
norant plasterer; he had never in his 
life had any experience with doctors. 
When his son fell ill with diphtheria 
the father himself attended the lad 
until the day before he died, and it 
was only extreme desperation that led 
him to seek outside aid. 

Caruso saw the doctor inject some- 
thing into the child with a needle, and 
the child died the next morning. Ca- 
ruso was crazed by grief. When the 
doctor came he accused. him. And 
the doctor laughed. 

In the durk ages such a story as 
this would have been more credible, 
yet it all happened last year in the 
great metropolis of New York. Ig- 
norance claims many victims; even 
in the most enlightened of communi- 
ties, but we can find no more pitiful 
instance of ignorance’ triumphant 
than this case of Francesco Caruso, 
who killed a doctor because he 
thought the doctor had killed his be- 
loved son. 

The physician was young Dr. Pen- 
dola, who died with his throat cut, 
and for whose death Caruso, origin- 
ally sentenced to be electrocuted, is 
now serving ten to twenty years. 

Ignorance has often been pictured 
as a dark, unclean fiend who spreads 
sorrow and destruction. In this in- 
stance the description fits exactly. 
Ignorance led this passionate Sicilian 
to do what he did. It led him, first, 
to imagine that he might himself cure 
his son who was so gravely ill. It led 
him to wait too long before calling 
in a doctor. It led him to believe, 
when the child died, that the doctor 
had killed him. 

And it led finally to that frightful 
climax in the Caruso home on the 
afternoon of February 13, 141927 
when Dr. Pendola came in, smiling, 
to see his patient. 

Incredible on the face of things, 
the logic of this climax becomes 
more comprehensible when we study 
Caruso’s temperament and_ back- 
ground. If Dr. Pendola could have 
known from the first the sort of man 
he was dealing with, or if there had 
been some sort of precedent as a 
warning for him, it is likely that two 
great tragedies would have been 
avoided. 

Unable to Read or Write. 

In the matter of education 
cesco Caruso was hardly more ad- 
vanced than a barbarian. He was 
born in Carthagdrone, Sicily, the 
youngest of thirteen children, four of 
whom died. He grew up completely 
ignorant of how doctors worked and 
what they worked with. His family

had never been able to afford doc- 
tors; such children as became ill 
either got well or died. 

When he was 19 he came to Amer- 
ica and quickly obtained work as a

The family con- 
tinued in complete ignorance of the 
ways of doctors,

TALL, thin, distinguished- 

looking man slipped aboard a 

trans-Atlantic liner the other 
might and escaped the New York re- 
porters who lay in wait for him. 
Marlier in the day one of these re- 
porters had caught him orthe tele- 
phone at his hotel, but he had begged 
to be excused from an interview. 
When the reporter arrived at the hotel, 
fave minutes later, the man had fied. 

He was running from his own 
fame. For Zarh Pritchard is the first 
man who has ever descended below 
the surface of the ocean and there, 
with no greater protection than a 
diver’s helmet, painted the glories of 
thé ocean floor. His strange, pale, 
beautiful pictures of landscapes under 
the sea have delighted the throngs 
who have viewed them. He has be¢n 
ealled one of the most remarkable 
artists alive. 

Recently his fame as an artist re- 
eeived fresh impetus when he wren, 
without seeking it, the patronage of 
the most powerful magnate in the 
world of art, Sir Joseph Duveen. But 
Zarh Pritchard refuses to climb into 
his niche. 

“I am not an artist at all,” he 
protests. “I am a naturalist who 
happens to be a painter.” 

A curious story lies behind this 
protest, the story of a man whose 
hopes have suffered and died and 
been born again. Tragedy, courage 
in the midst of tragedy, then penury, 
perseverance, and, at last, magnifi- 
cent success—these are the themes 
woven into the tale. He was called 
mad because he wanted to descend 
into the ocean and paint the glories 
ot the ocean floor. Everybody 
laughed at him. No one had faith 
in him. For twenty years he en- 
dured the ridicule of men. What 
wonder he cares nothing for thei 
praise! 3 

In order to achieve his purpose he 
bas risked his life so often that the 
risk has grown monotonous. Day 
after day he has submerged himself 
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from fifteen to sixty-five feet, where 
the merest mishap or the slightest 
miscalculation would have brought 
death by drowning He has worked 
in peril of sharks and stingarees and 
amid the annoyance of smaller fish 
that swarmed about him. Once he 
was attacked, before he could get 
away, by a gigantic fish, larger than 
a tarpon. As it flashed suddenly be- 
side him in the sunlit sea, its back 
was a lovely golden green, but its 
short, thick snout was vicious. It 
ripped through the painter’s canvas, 
knocked the painter down with its 
tail, and then, fortunately, continued 
its course as if nothing unusual had 
happened. 

Submarine dangers and the ridi- 
cule of men were not all Mr. Pritch- 
ard’s troubles. He had also to invent 
a new art medium that would re- 
produce correctly the unique quali- 
ties of the undersea. For below the 
surface the water forms an all-sur- 
rounding veil. At a depth of twen- 
ty-five feet luminosity is equal to a 
sunless day, and without the glare 
of full daylight. The undersea colors 
are low in tone, and all the lines and 
forms are blurred and feathery. 


William Beebe, the author, who has 
himself made many undersea de- 
scents, says that the pale yet brilliant 
“myriad greens of the ocean floor are 
accented by purple, orange and yel- 
low. Shimmering over all is sun- 
pierced sea water, fading in shadows 
to dim aquamarine and amethyst.

Breathing heavily, he washed his 
hands at the sink. ‘The doctor kill 
my boy.

Caruso took the two youngest 
children in his arms and went down- 
Stairs to the apartment of Terence 
O’Hanlon. His hands were still wet: 
he hadn’t stopped to dry them. He 
told O’Hanlon he was going to leave 
the youngsters there for a while, and 
that he would be back.

A moment later Mrs. Caruso rush- 
ed into the O‘Halnon apartment.

The young doctor lay on the floor 
of the bedroom, his throat cut from 
ear to éar. 

The police arrested Frank Caruso 
that night at the home of his brother 
in West New Brighton, on Staten 
Island. He admitted the crime. The 
doctor had killed his boy and he had 
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killed the doctor—that was all there 
was to it. The doctor had laughed 
in his face, and he, Caruso, had gone 
mad at the sound. He had throttled 
the man until he was blue, and then 
he had seized a knife out of the 
kitchen and cut the doctor’s throat. 


So the forces of justice locked 
Caruso up, and the state prepared to 
try him for first degree murder. 


Less than forty-eight hours after 
the killing Caruso was indicted, and 
pleaded guilty. Hector McGowen 
Curren and John B. Johnston, ap- 
pointed as temporary counsel, inter- 
posed a plea of not guilty, following 
the procedure in first degree murder 
cases. The prisoner was remanded 
to Raymond street jail. 

An autopsy was performed on the 
child’s body, and this showed, accord- 
ing to Dr. Gregory Robillard, deputy 


Mrs. Helen Pendola, the widow, 
was the first witness. She related 
what little she knew, and stated that 
her husband had told her he was at- 
tending ‘‘the worst case of diphtheria 
he had ever seen.’’ She sobbed bit- 
terly as she testified. 

The dead man’s brother, the drug- 
gisf, testified, and following him came 
fifteen-year-old Florence O’Hanlon. 
She stated that Caruso had come into 
the O’Hanlon apartment and declar- 
ed that he had killed Pendola. 

The prosecution next introduced 
in evidence Caruso’s confession to the 
police. In this statement he was 
twice quoted as. saying, ‘Sure, I 
knew what I was doing.”” He said 
that when he told the doctor that Joe 
had died, the doctor had laughed and 
Said, “Well, I can’t be blamed for 
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Mrs. Francesco Caruso looks at her empty pocketbook while the children read the funnies. 


medical examiner, that Dr. Pendola 
had been-in no way responsible for 
little Joe’s death. 

The trial began on April 5 before 


Judge Alonzo G. McLaughlin in the 
Kings county court. Chief Assistant 
District Attorney Joseph V. Gal- 
lagher told the jury he would prove 
that Caruso had been cold and cal- 
culatine and that the murder had 
been premeditated. Samuel Drum- 
mond, counsel for the defense, took 
the viewpoint that the defendant had 
not known the reture of his act. 


That closed the case for the state. 


The defense called two character 
witnesses, who described Caruso as 
a quiet and peaceful man. Then 
they called the defendant himself, 
and then they too rested. 

Caruso’s story on the stand was 
the same as has been told here al- 
ready. Under cross-examination he 
said he certainly knew that he would 
kill the physician when he ran to get 
the knife. He said he was sorry he 
had killed him and felt sympathy for 
the man’s family. 


The next day, after four hours and 
thirty-four minutes of deliberation, 
the jury found him guilty of murder 
in the first degree. Judge McLaugh- 
lin thanked the jury for their work, 
saying, “Any other verdict would 
have been a miscarriage of justice.” 
L» his charge the court had informed 
the jury that the murder was neither 
justifiable nor excusable. 

George Voss, of defense counsel, 
said he would most certainly appeal 
to Governor Smith for clemency if 
the verdict were to be sustained on 


appeal. 
The convicted man was taken to 


Sing Sing on April 19 to await exe- 
cution. 
Public Opinion. 

In the days to follow, public opin- 
ion generally seemed to disagree with 
the verdict. 

The death of the youngest child, 
Edith, a few weeks after the trial, in- 
tensified the.feeling of commisera- 
tion. The infant died of pneumonia 
and malnutrition. 


Contributions from sympathizers 
formed a defense fund. There was 
talk of Clarence Darrow, the famous 
Chicago lawyer, entering the fight to 
save Caruso from the electric chair. 
Darrow would argue, it was said, that 
Caruso had killed while temporarily 
deranged by grief. Hadn’t hundreds 
of other murder defendants won light 
Sentences or even acquittals on such 
pleas, and with far less justtfication? 


The outcome of the fight was the 
granting of a new trial. by the court 
of appeals the following November. 
The court reversed the verdict, hold- 
ing that there had been no proof of 
premeditation. 


“Doubtless on this record the de- 
fendant might be convicted of some 
crime,’’ wrote Judge Andrews in the 
opinion setting aside the verdict of 
the lower court, ‘‘either murder in the 
second degree, or, if his testimony on 
the stand is accepted, manslaughter 
in the second degree. Either verdict 
might be sustained on the facts; not 
the one actually rendered.”’ 

So Frank Caruso came .out of the 
death house. His lawyers tried to 
have the new trial take place in the 
Supreme court rather than before 
Judge McLaughlin, but lost out on 
this point. On January 31, of this 
year, the prisoner pleaded guilty to 
first degree manslaughter and on 
February 28 he was sentenced to ten 
to twenty years, 

Thus did ignorance triumph in this 
case—and perhaps justice, too.

The political 
pressure which they were able to ex- 
ert overcame the momentum of the 
Japanese military machine and proba- 
bly had as much or more to do with 
the abandonment of Japanese mill- 
tary adventures on the Asian conti- 
nent as the Washington conference 
or anything else. 

Thus, any Japanese government— 
whether it-be headed by Baron Tan- 
awa or the mildest of Japanese tea 
drinkers—must deal with events as 
they present themselves in China in 
the face of perpetual dilemma. 
Every decision must square itself with 
two principles which are more than 


likely to be found in opposition. First, 
Japan cannot allow anything to hap- 
pen in Manchuria which will cut off 


her supply of foodstuffs and raw ma- 


terials from that province. Second, 
Japan cannot permit anything to hap- 
pen in China which will cut off the 
markets of that country as an outlet 
for her manufactured products. 
Almost every issue, large or small, 
which a Japanese cabinet must de- 
cide in regard to China, is tossed on 
the horns of this dilemma.

curity of the Japanese-controlled rail- 
way system in Manchuria immediate- 
ly awakens suspicion and resentment 
among the nationalists and renews 
the threat of a boycott against Jap- 
anese goods the great markets of 
China. Even an effort to protect Jap- 
send troops to Shantung—and send 
enough troops so that they them- 
selves would not be engulfed in the 
ebb and flow of the contending 
Chinese armies. 

It is hardly to be 
ever, that because the 
istry felt itself forced to send the 
Japanese armies to Tsinan that it 
would deliberately accept the increas- 
ed dangers and_ difficulties which 
would follow any attempt to renew 
the old aggressive. policy in China. It 
is more than probable that the dis- 
astrous lesson of the military adven- 
tures which followed the world war 
has been thoroughly learned. Japan 
will not likely incur a second time the 
resentment of all China and the con- 
demnation of the rest of the world. 

Until Japan shows some ‘disposi- 
tion to go beyond the necessities of 
protecting the lives of her nationals 
and, incidentally, the safety of her 
own troops, it would be premature to 
conclude that we are witnessing a re- 
anese lives and property against the 
excesses of ill-organized Chinese 
armies is at once construed as aggres- 
sion against China and again the boy- 
cott is hung threateningly above the 
Japanese head.
